Terror Is reported mounting hour- 
ly with tho approach of the red 
amsy from the east, and tho nad 
leaders themselves tacitly admitted 
Berlin's desperate plight by clamp- 
ing a rigid nen-a bI(u:kout on the 
city and forbidding clTlUnn refugees 
to leave without special permission. 

A thin trickle ol news stilt was 
seeping through the nazl censorship 
to Btockholm, and these accounts 
Indicated that Berllners are begin- 
ning to crack up under threat of 
Russian Invasion from the east and 
ttio grim reality of Anglo-American 
bombing from the west.

SIACARTHUR HEADQUARTERS, LUZON, Feb. 6 (/PV— Tho atara and atripca flew OYcr 
hnlf of, Manila today and thouaanda of American and Britigh civilian prisoners vfere free' as'. 
Yank coliimng, including a new paratroop regiment landed to the south, pressed against little - 
more than sniper firo toward complete Hbel-iition of tho Philippine capital. 

First qivnlry and S7th infantry division forcea controlled the northern part of Manila a 
few houra after entering the city.late Saturday night, and penetrated Sunday as far south 
as the wide and deep Paaiff river, which divides tho city. 

The firat cavalry Yanks, in an encircling move by night, speared immediately to fho Santo 
Tomaa internment camp from the cast and liberated about 8,700 civilian prisoners, mainly ' 
American women and children, held there since May 1, 1D42. 

A' sharp fight. In which all of the Japanese guards were 
killed, preceded the deliverance of tho Santo Tomap intw- 
neca. Fighting raged from room to room for a time. Soon 
Americana began evacuating the deliriously happy prisoners. 

Only last Tuesday night 51.S American and British prison- 
era of war were, freed from a atocicade at Cabanatuan, . 60 
miles to the north, in a daring raid by American Rangers and 
Filipino guerrillas.

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THE MEAD REPORT 
Our governmcnt'a financial conduct of this 
war has been based upon the necessary oa- 
sumption that (J) the primary object Is to 
boat the enemy, not operate economically, 
nnd that (2) what the army and navy aay 
they need muat be produced as quickly as 
possible, and hang the cost. 

The armed lorcea have admitted on occa- 
sion that they wore overstocked with person- 
nel or materiel. For example, a spoltesman 
of the army surgeon general said more than 
a year ago that the army had more doctors 
thdn It needed, and granted that this might 
work a hardship upon civilians. 

"But," he added, "if men die during the 
Invasion of Europe for want oi medical care, 
there Issolng to ba a bigger howl than you're 
hearing now about the doctor shortage." And 
of course he was right. Invasion casualties 
fortunately were lower than expected, but It 
was still essential to make preliminary ptepa- 
ration lor a heavy toll. 

Perhaps a similar line of reasoning led to 
.conditions which the senate war Investigat- 
ing ctnumlttee reports having found at the 
Norfolk navy yard. It may be that the navy 
fett it sboold have an oversupply of workers 
there. Jnat In case their labor was needed. 

But this situation Is different. The Idle la- 
i; bar which the senate committee says It found 
at Korfolk Is not something which simply af- 
fects the production or supply of civilian 
goods. That could be borne. But, If true, It 
, should not be condoned when there are short- 
ages In our military production.' 

The navy department's reply to the com' 
mlttee charges was testy, but not clarifying. 
It cited the number of ships built and re- 
paired at Norfolk In 1G44, and concluded that 
"obviously someone has been doing a Job." 

But the committee did not suggest that a 
Job wasn't being' done. \[t>cportcd that' there 
were more men at tho yard than were needed 
to do this Job, and that many were. idle, oi 
working on such things as ornate checker- 
boards, oyster tables, and model Christmas 
Tillages. 

It Is well that this committee Is headed by 
Beti. James M. Mead, for he Is a staunch ad- 
ministration supporter whose critical findings 
cannot bo construed as political. In his report 
to the senate he not only revealed some un' 
savory conditions at Norfolk, but suggested 
that there was similar hoarding and loafing 
at other navy installations. And he' stated 
that navy officials had admitted his charges 
In committee hearings. 

We hope that the navy's reply to tho Mead 
report will not be confined to blustering and 
facc-savlng. The situation Is serious and dC' 
monda frankness from all concerned. It also 
needs the same sort of thorough airing as was 
given tho scandalous conditions at Brewster 
aircraft plant— which, Incidentally, wos op- 
erating under navy contract. 



PRACTICAL RETRIBUTION 
The recapture ot'Clark field on Luzon, like 
the recapture of Ouam, brought a dramatic 
cUmax of retribution to our steady advance 
, In tho Pacific war. It avenged In part the sav- 
ijage; stealthy Jap attack of Dec. 8, li)41, which 
* destroyed planes and pilots and hastened the 
, faU of Manila. 

But the field's recapture Is of practical as 
well as dramatic value. It provides a spring- 
! board for air operations which will seal the 
jJaps' fate in Manila. And with Manila ro' 
j taken. one of our great supply and repair 
■> j.problems will be solved, 
j; Thus far our Pacific supply problem has 
;|been complicated by some ships which had 
( no equipment for unloading onto lighters off- 
'Ishore. For that reason It wds necessary to 

iiisend them to Hawaii or Australia and there 
I'tronsfer cargo to other vessels, 
t With Manila bay's deep water and port 
[facilities many miles and much labor will 
;be saved. And of course it will also give us an 
{Invaluable base for naval operations against 
the China coast and Japanese Islands. Now 
with a bomber base almost In Manila's out- 
skirts, the prize is within reach. 



ARMING THE FRENCH

Tho growtos tendency In Idalio toward menUI 
breakdown jlves cause for rellectlon. When the 
flnl slate hospital for care of the manUlly afflicted, 
esUbllshed by act of the leBlslnlurs In mi. itarted 
operation, there was one person out of every I,6KI 
In the territory under treatment; as late as 1B33 there 
" ino out of every 3D0 In the stats, and today there 
0 out of every 350. Tho biennial report of tho 
department of charitable InatlluUona discloses tho 
population of the three aute InsUtutlonj, Including 
Stale hospital south, State hospital north, and State 
school and colony, totals 3,110. 

Not all of the pa tie tils In these Inatltuilona 
Insane or feebleminded within the meaning of the 
Btalulc. Some have been committed became of their 
Indigency, senility, blludnesa, wheelchair status 
other consideration making their care ouisldo of 
histltutlon Impractical or Impossible, but they add ^ 
tho total dependent upon the state for maintenance 
and medical treatment., 

Is tills growth of insUtuUonal casea duo to mental 
degeneration, dlsreffard or IgnorantB of dlseaiea [hat 
lead to mental affUctlon. the speeded up tempo oI 
Uvlng under which delicate brain mechanisms col- 
lapse, or hercdltaw causes? Without professional re- 
port, the reasons lor the Increased proportion of In- 
sanity are obscure, but a furtherance of the study 
of mental hygleno and health factors would undoubt- 
edly have a salutary effect on reduction of future 
Institutional population. 

A recent law permitting persons knowing them- 
selves to bo tending toward unbalance to voluntarily 
enter the stale hospital gives medical authorlUe* ar 
opportunity to effect cures that would be Imposalblt 
If the poUent was compelled to wait until his cast 
attracted such attenUon that others took legal steps 
lor commitment by court action.

There U no question about this, because In a 
letter to Jones, telUcg him of hit dismissal, he gave 
aa his reaaon the political debt to WaUace. 

Here one can put his finger on the principal 
of poor government. From the lowest publlo office 
to tho very highest. It seems, political debts are being 
paid by appointment to office of those who have 
helped the party, regardless of the ability of tho ap- 
pointee for the office. 

This Is true of both tlie major political parUes. Wo 
have become accustomed to it In state and county 
--"■jTiment. hut when an Individual la named for 
ot the highest positions In our national govern, 
ment, a position that requires great experience and 
ability. Just because ho lias helped the party, 
BTcssraen and common people, alike. rcbcL 

Jesse Jones, a former banker of great experience, 
prcbably the one outstanding cabinet member, has 
handled bUllons of dollars of tho money of the cltluns 
of this country aa secrstary of commerce since tho 
war began. His former tratalng weU fitted him for 
tho work. Henry Wallace, tho President's appointee, 
has had Uttlo experience In finance. It Is remembered 
that his father, secretary of agriculture under two 
presidents, had built up tlu-ee of the most succcsstut 
farm papers In the country. After his death these 
big profit-making publications fell under tho man- 
agement of his ion, Henry, the Presldonl'a appolnleo 
for secretary of commerce, and under his guidance 
they all sooa went Into bankruptcy. 

To be Euccesslul tn this office ■ man must bo prac- 
tical. Ileniy W&llace Is an^-thlng but practical. His 
every action has shown him to ba a dreamer, if there 
ever was a dreamer. 

It appears now that If congress affirms the appoint- 
ment of Henry Wallace, and ths letter ba wrote show- 
ing why ha waa making the appointment. Is the hard- 
est blow good government has received for many 
yeara.— Minidoka County News. '

The real danger of our losing the 
victory. It seama to me, lies not la 
tho grand alliance failing apart. It 
Is that fumbling and fuddling hi 
cupled Germany may provide a per- 
fect setting tor the resurgence ot 
fascism. 

It ii difficult In a brief ipacs to 
give a picture of what haa happened, 
rather, what haa not happened, 
but In tills and the toUowIng column 
1 attempt will be made. 

It beelhs with President Roose- 
velt assigning to. tho military the 
authority and domination In thr 
first two phases ot occupation tol- 
lowlng tho surrender of Germany. 
It Is inevitable that tlie first phase , 
bo military, since It coincides with 
the conquests. Tlie second phase is 
to cover the period between mllllsry 
occupation and dissolution of 
preme headquarters of the allied 
pedltlonary force. "Qib third phase 
Is to tw Uiat ot tripartite control, 
although- whether this Is to be car- 
ried out on the basis of separata 
lones or through one central gov- 
emmenl--wl!l- apparently tie deter- 
mined—because of ths way in which 
ths tripartita govemihent is set up 
—only In tho actual teat of occupa- 
tion. 

Authority Is to tw exercised In the 
first two phases through BHAET. 
To do tho Job, the U. B. army has 
eitabUshed here In England a special 
staff plaimlng center wtilch Ir 
known as ths IJnlted States govern- 
ment control council. Here, hand- 
books lor ths German occupation 
have been worked out and special 
military personnel trained. ■ 

TtUi, however. Is only one ot tho 
three agencies planning for the fu- 
ture of Germany. The others are 
SHAEF Itself, which Is an allied 
t>ody, and tha European advisory 
commission, on wlilch are British, 
Russian. American and now French 
delegates. Thtie three groups have 
too often Issued either conflicting 
directives or none at aU.. 

Controlling Oermany In line with 
thfl plan that now seems to have 
the right ot wsy la certain to hi 
extremely complicated task, 
means making euro QM Qennan in- 
dustry cannot be used to start prep- 
aration for war all over again. It 
InduitrUl disarmament tliat 
will still give the German people 
chance to live inside the very com- 
plex economy of Europe. 

It Is here that the biff question 
mark as to the effect of ' mllltarr 
domination In the tlrat two phases 
enters in. Ths strong probablUty Is 
that ths first decisions will set the 
pattern, which can acarcely be; 
changed in tho later ptiase. Hfre, 
IncldenUlly, is the difference of 
opinion between the Americans and 
the British. The latter say tbe sec- 
ond phaas should be very short, if 
not ellmlnaled altogether, to make 
way for the tripartite admlniltra- 
tlon. BHAS7, on' the other Iiand, 
takes the view that the second phase 
is likely to be prolonged. 

It would be hard to exaggerate 
the complexity of ths questions In- 
volved. SHAEF, for example has had 
' 1^X1** whole problem of the 
dCstinstlori of German exports un- 
der a controlled economy. 

UtUs or no provision has been 
made for tlie cooperation of U. 8. 
civilian , agencies in the' occupation. 
This means that men with the tech- 
nical baekgrmmd necessary to carry 
out the complicated [diases of tbe 
task must almost necessarily go In- 
' uniform If they are to parUdpate, 
They then t>ecome subject to ths 



It Is^not that the military has 
grabbed authority, or even necessar- 
ily wanted It. In a tense. It waa 
forced on them. After all. for many 
months military aulhorltlea have 
been trying witliout success to un- 
load responsibility for sou them 
Italy. But havlns had lo accept re- 
tponslblllty, they are ffuardmg It 
Jealously, auspicious of attempts by 
civilians to participate. 

Under such a altusUon. the nari 
underground could appeal most ef- 
fectively to the Oermsn mnKsei, and 
to Impoverished Europe as welL 
Thty could say: "These Americans 
cannot do what they tald they could 
do. Tliey cannot restore democracy 
because democracy Is bungling and 
Inellectual." The muddled occupa- 
tion ot llic relch would furnish doc- 
umentation for such a propaganda 
line.

Should those political decisions on 
postwar German boundaries ba 
made, they would solve most of the 
problem of how to keep Germany 
disarmed. They also would reduce a 
workable minimum the amount ol 
direct control needed to make euro 
that German foctorles ore cngsged 
In peaceful pursuits. 

If the lUilncland. 'Including the 
Rulir and the Saar. is made a sep- 
arate state under International con- 
trol, and If Bltesla goes to Poland, 
Germany will be left with only the 
Llepslg-Chemlnlti -Dresden area In 
western Qsxony as a heavy Industry 
area. Prior to the war It accounted 
for less than 3S per cent of Ger- 
many's heavy IndusUy.

More than 8,000 Wacs are needed immediately 
In United States Army Hospitals to help Army 
doctors and nurses in their tremendous rask. 
Utilei* nurses ate sblc to jive full time to ihe 
profebional nuninc requirements of individual 
cases, wounded men will lack proper care. Un- 
less more Wacs are found to take over non-pro- 
fessional duties, recuperation and rehabilitation 
of hospitalized soldiers will be retarded. 

Approximately 3,500 Wacs are already fll work 
in our Army General Hospitals today. Soon, 
snsther l.OCHJ Wacs now in tr^lninc will fio on 
duty.

WAC Medical Technicians under professional 
tuprvision of Army doctors and nurses aid in 
the care of wounded soldiers. They help with 
blood transfusions, serve as ward masters, de- 
liver meals to waundcd soldiert-and-feed-the 
helpless ones, and keep those essential records 
which are important to their present progress 
Ufi their post-war protection^ 



WAC Surgical Technicians, under professional 
supervision specialiie in the technique of assist- 
ing doctors and nurses don surgical gowns and 
kIovcs, attend to the care, repair and sterilisa- 
tion of operating instruments, and assist in the 
pre- artd post -operative care of patients. 

Wacs arc also doing marvelous .work as medical 
stenographers. An Array doctor using a Woe 
in this capacity can take care of many mOrc pa- 
tients, for he does not need to retain mental 
notes or take time to write up a case before 
seeing another. 

ITacf JFiU Be Recruited JorBoipilal Vtxits 
The Army's goal b a unit of 100 Wacs to every 
thousand beds in Army General Hospitals in 
this country. 

Each unit will be made up of several platoons. 
Each platoon will number fifteen WatS. Many 
women will want to interest their friends in 
making up platoons— doubtless many communi- 
ties will set out to recruit a whole unit. 

Although the primary need is for Medical and 
Surgical Technicians, any ivoman with clerical 
aptitude should also apply. For each WAC unit 
will need several women with clerical abib'ty. 
General of the Army George C Marshall,- on 
January 7, svrote the Gmemor of e^ State 
as folloivs: 

"The care of .ihe increasing number of casualties 
arriving in the United States, together with aii 
acute shortage in nunes and hospital personnel 
generally, necessitates urgent measures being ^ 
taken to recruit and rapidly train women for 
service in Army hospitals. 
"We urgently need Wars for our sixtj General 
Hospitals. 

"Vour leadership in recruiting women for such 
platoons will -be a great-se rvicf to the Army. -- 
These recruits will be trained for assignment to 
particular named Army General Hospitals, in- 
cluding those located In your State"
